About 12,30 this moming, it was disco- 
vered that a fire had broken out in a house 
in the central part of Hollywood Road, No. 
U7. The alarm was sounded very soon 
after, and the Government and Volunteer 
Fire Brigades wera quickly upon the spot 
with their engines. It was no easy task 
to yot these up the hill, The No.2 Govern- 
tient stoam engine was stationed. upon the 
Pruya, to supply water to No. 4, which took 
up a position in the Queon’s Road. No, 3 
was brought up the Hollywood Road and 
worked f.om a hydzunt io the street: within 
a few yards of the burning house. The In- 
surance engine was brought up the Queen’s 
‘Road but did not work, os it was found 
unnecessary. Several. of the Chinese man- 
uals were alao upon the ground but’ wore 
not required, the marine steam enging 
being also brought tp alongside the Praya 
wall, ready to rondor assistance should it 
be required, Before the engines could be 
got to work the firs had obtained a good 
hold on the building in which it originated, 
and blazed.up flercely fur a short time, As 
soon as the hoses, however, were brought 
ta bear upon the. burning bnilding the 
flames considerably’ decreased in’ violence.
